A clause of the will also eliminates 
any contestant from benefit, but his 
client has nothing to lose in event of a 
contest, as he will not become a bene- 
ficiary until his mother’s estate is ex- 
hausted, which may never be. 

From the tenor of Attorney Frank’s 
remarks, it would seem ilkely that a 
contest of the will will be made. 

“The will and certain papers bearing 
on its construction are so voluminous 
and its provisions so involved that it will 
require deep study before the interpret..- 
tion of its clauses can be arrived at,’’ 
said Frank. ‘““The documents were placed 
in my hands only a few days ago ard i 
have not had time to make a proper ex- 
amination of them.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Sept. 1.—The battle for the 
ridge between Thiepval and Ginchy re- 
doubled in fury yesterday afternoon, 
when the British successfully stormed 
the right bastion. The artillery fire the 
two preceding days was continuous and 

of terrific intensity. 

The result of the tremendous bom- 
bardment was that German trenches 
were destroyed over a four-mile stretch 
and their garrisons took refuge in shell 
holes and the fortified cellars of the 
village. of Ginchy.

JOINT COMMISSION RESUMES

SEPT, 17 IS FIXED FOR BIG 
RAILWAY STRIKE IN ENGLAND 


Men Demand $2.50 a Weck More and 
Want Government to Regulate 
Food Prices. 

LONDON, Sept. 11.—The situation in 
the railway world arising from demands 
of the men for an increase in wages of 
10 shillings ($2.50) a week has become 
increasingly serious. At a meeting of 
3000 railway workers at Cardiff yester- 
day a resolution was adopted providing 
that unless the demands are conceded by 
Sept. 16 all railway work will be stopped 
in South Wales at midnight Sept. 17. 
The resolution also stated that the ad- 
vance in wages should date from July 
1 and that the Government should give a 
definite guarantee that it will control 
the supply ‘of food and regulate prices 
hereafter. The resolution was carried 

without a dissenting vote. 

There is little likelihood the Govern- 
ment will yield to the demand concern- 
ing the food control.

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SPAN AND $0 MEN 
FALL INTO RIVER 


Lives Have Been Lost — 
Thousands See the Accident. 


BIGGEST OF CANTILEVERS 


Collapse Comes When Men Are 
Hoisting Steel Into Place in — 
$17,000,000 Structure. 


QUEBEC, Sept. 11.—The central span 
of the world’s greatest bridge collapsed 
and fell into the St. Lawrence River at 
10 o’clock today with a loss of life vari- 
ously estimated up to 25.. The company 
erecting the structure placed the num- 
ber of deaths at 25, but H. P. Borden, 
a member of the Quebec Bridge Com- 
mission, declared that only three lives 
were lost. Several hours after the acci- 


dent happened a special train into Wue- 
bec brought 20 men who had been in- 


span as it went up. 
Contradictory Stories Told. 

Nine years ago a similar accident at 
the same spot took a toll of 70 lives. 
Today 90 men were carried into the river 
when the 5000 ton span, being raised 
from pontoons in an engineering feat 
designed to complete the $17,000,000 canti- 
lever suspension for transcontinental 
railway traffic fell 15 feet into the water 
and sank 200 feet, perhaps never to be 
recovered. 

Contradictory stories were told re- 
garding the collapse. The pontoons had 
been removed and the span was being 
lifted by massive hydraulic jacks when, 
according to some of the spectators, the 
northern end fell with the breaking of 
girders. Frantic efforts were made 
to place a chain rope around the totter- 
ing structure but with reports like shells 
exploding the remaining supports 
snapped and the span disappeared with 
a tremendous splash. 

Some of the observers said the struc- 
—_ also buckled at the center as it 
ell. 

Groups of men at work slipped off irto 

the water and others were knocked off 
by flying debris. Scores of craft con- 
taining spectators went to the rescue 
and the endeavors prevented a larger 
loss of life. 
Chief Engineer McMillan was among 
the injured brought here. He was res- 
cued by a tug. Five bodies have been 
recovered. Edward Jordanaiss, 22 years 
old, of Providence, R. 1., is among the 
known dead. The engineer in charge 
of construction, named Porter; is among 
the survivors. 

The span had been constructed on pon- 
toons a few miles east of the bridge 
site and was towed into position imme- 
diately under the gap left in the anchor 
arms of the structure. 

Chains with links 30 inches in diam- 
eter, together with girders, were then 
attached to the span and %8000-ton hy- 
draulic jacks commenced the task of 
lifting the span into place. 

, Raising Slow Work. 

This work could be accomplished only 
a few feet an hour and as the distane 
from the river level to the floor of the 
bridge is 150 feet, the engineers had not 
counted on completing the operation 
until the end of this week, or later. 
The bridge was to have been ready for 
train service next spring. The juggling 
of 5000 tons of steel attracted to the 
scene today several thousand specta- 
tors, including members of Parliament 
and newspaper men gathered on vessels 
furnished by the Canadian Government.

Issue of Fédéral Policy. Fairly 
Forced on Electorate; Bal- 
loting Is Heavy. 


PORTLAND, Me.. Sept. 11.—Voters of 
Maine went to the polls today to elect 
a Governor, two United States Senators, 
four Representatives to Ccngress, a 
State Legislature and a State Auditor. 
National issues have been brought to 
the fore and party leaders brought hun- 
dreds of speakers into the State, includ- 
ing former Justice Hughes, former Vice 
President Fairbanks and members of 
President Wilson’s Cabinet, to persuade 
the voters to line up with or against 
the national executive and the majority 
in Congress.

DAIRY T0 SUE ON BONDS OF

St. Louis Co, Official Charges All of 
Collections Were Not Turned in 
When Walkout Began. 


R. L: Kayser, general manager of the 
St. Louis Dairy Co., told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today that the company 
is preparing to make a number of claims 
against bonding companies for amounts 
which, he declared, were collected by 
drivers now on strike, and were not 
turned in. 

He said the company paid off its 
striking employes before investigating 
their reports of collections. In some 
cases, he declared, he found accounts 
which the drivers reported unpaid had 
been paid and that the customers had 
receipts. 

The reporter asked Kayser whether, 
in case the strike were settled, drivers 
whose reports of collections were found 
inaccurate would be taken back. He 
replied that the strike would not. be set- 
tied, but.that the company would hence- 
forth run an “open shop.” 

D. C. Kerekhoff, president of the Pe- 
vely Dairy Co., said he had found some 
instances of collections not reported by 
the men now on strike. Adam R. Thorn- 
‘ton, manager of the Union Dairy Co., 
said he had begun an inquiry, but had 
found nothing wrong thus far. The “big 
three” dairies said they had more re- 
tail wagons out today than on any other 
morning since the strike began on Aug. 


The Willico Farm Dairy Co., which has 
12 retail wagons, has signed an agree- 
ment with the drivers’ union, on the 
same terfns as that signed by the Grafe- 
man company, which have not been 
made public. The Wilico dairy was not 
involved in the strike.

‘Austrian Foreign Minister Declares, However 
That Until Enemies Realize Lhey Cannot Win, 


His Country Can Go 


on’ Defending Itself. 


VIENNA, Sept. 7, via Berlin and Lon-| 
don, Sept. 11.—Baron Stephen Burian 


von Rajecz, Austro-Hungarian Minister ly 


of Foreign Affairs, today in an inter- 
view with the Associated Press corre- 
spondent, discussed the position of the 
dual monarchy in the war. 

“We have the determination,”’ said he, 
‘to emerge from this sad and deplor- 
able affair into which we were forced 
by a private affair with Servia and 
which the entente group made a pretext 
for a general descent upon ourselves 
and our allies. Sooner or later it must 
dawn upon our enemies that this entire 
business is useless. But I suppose not 
before th nglish Kitchener army has 
broken more heads against the steel 
wall of Germans in France, or the 
French have been further decimated, 
while the Russians are dying like flies 
every day in the East. 

Can Still Defend Soil, He Says. 

“But a ray of intelligence must break 
some time, which I hope will be soon, 
for the sake of all mankind. Until that 
day comes our enemies will always find 
us willing to do our best to defeat 
their evil plans. There may be some 
who say that for military reasons we 
ought to be the first to start the peace 
overtures. I do not think so, as long 
as our antagonists speak of the parti- 
tion of our country among themselves. 
We have defended our soil pretty well 
sc far and will do it longer—long enough 
to make the others tired of it, anyway.’’ 

‘“Austro-Hungary is far from lying 
down, as hoped by some,” said the 
Minister in a convincing tone. ‘Ii is 
true we would hail peace with joy, but 
not the sort of peace our enemies would 
impose. So long as we have to. defend 
ourselves against those who want to 
take part of our territory we naturally 
are unwilling to discuss peace, and so 
long we are also determined to hold out 
and win. The thought that we are eager 
for peace on any terms originates prob- 
ably in minds hoping that such will 
become the case.”’ 

The Minister then reviewed the situ- 
ation prior to Rumania’s declaration of 
war, and said: 

“We offered Rumania no territorial 
concessions at any time after having 
discovered in the case of Italy that the 
world was likely to mistake our reason- 
able attitude for weakness. Nor -were 
we ever taken by surprise by Rumania. 
What did fool us was that Rumania 
made up her mind so quickly. We knew 
in June, after the setting of the latest 
Russian offensive, that Rome and Bra- 
tiano (the Rumanian Premier) has made 
a definite bargain. We also know that 
Rumania was not quite ready toward 
the end of August. 

Made Military Preparations. 

“For all that our military authorities 
made all possible preparations, which 
did not consist, as has been believed, in 
holding the mountain summits and 
passes along the Rumanian rder, but 
which consisted in the establishment of 
the line of defense now occupied by our 
troops. Contrary to the general impres- 
sion, the falling back of our troops has 
been of no advantage to the Rumanians 


'which fact has finally dawned on the 


Rumanian military commanders, since 
they have become very cautious recent- 


“The military field is not my depart- 
ment. I know that Rumania’s action 
was no surprise, Jespite the fact that 


ithe Rumanian diplomats lied to me con- 


stantly. Toward the last their assur- 
ance became too fervent and their lying 
too patently obvious; so I reached the 
conclusion that troucle was not far off, 
whether the declaration of war was due; 
because, in addition, the reports from 
Bucharest indicateé that the Russian 
pressure was getting ,more severe each 
day, the entente Governments wanting 
to add to the weight of their own futile 
 offensives in the east, west and Saloniki, 
the great impression the war declaration 
was expected to mak«, but did, in real- 
ity, not make, because we were ready 
for it. 

‘T will say that Bratiano played a 
good game, though. When the entente 
finally had shown all its cards, Bratiano 
stiffened his own demands, which were 
granted fully some time before the out- 
break-of the war. Then. Bratiano 
thought he would play the part of tak- 
ing from the Austro-Hungarian corpse 
what he could. 

“But the entente had its own notions, 
which Bratiano learned when he was 
told that he was mistaken if he thought 
his roll was merely taking pennies from 
a dead man. He was instructed to start 
immediately, for only in helping to down 
the central Powers could he hope to 
gain what he wanted. The declaration 
of war was, ‘therefore transmitted. 

“Well, Rumania will have a good 
chance to rue her bargain, if I.am not 
mistaken. The fact is, we are far from 
completely dead, as some think.” 

Asked the reason for the opposition 
campaign against the Hungarian Pre- 
mier, Count Tisza, Baron Burian said 
it was merely criticism, to indulge in 
which the oppositfon had, the right, 
mingled to a certain extént with the 
principle of ‘‘ote toi que je m’y mette,”’ 
meaning ‘‘get off, that I may take your 
seat.”’ 

Relations With America. 

The discussion then touched on Amer- 
ican-Austro-Hungarian relations, in the 
course of which the correspondent re- 
ferred to the note sent to the American 
Government in connection with the ex- 
port from the United States of arms 
and ammunition. The Baron said: 

‘It affords me great pleasure to say 
that the relations between the two gov- 
ernments are the very best. At the 
same time I must say that personally 
I still adhere to the views expressed in 
that note. America, in exporting large 
quantities of arms and ammunition, un- 
deubtedly contributed to the long dura- 
tion of this war and the damage there- 
by inflicted upon mankind is irrepar- 
able. 

“We sent that note so that America 
might know our view. That the Amer- 
ican Government could not agree to the 
note is the undeniable sovereign right 
of that nation. Thus the metter stands. 
On that subject we must always dis- 
agree, so far as my own personal opin- 
ion is concerned.’”’

BATTLE OF mA | 
FELD REVISITED BY 
FRENGH VETERANS 


Pilgrims See Relics and Many 
Graves at Celebration of \ 
Second Anniversary. 


— — 


PARIS, Sept. 11.—The second anniver- 
sary of the battle of the Marne, which 
has been celebrated at different points 
on the great battlefield since Sept. 6, 
culminated yesterday in a pilgrimage 
to the battlefield of the Ourca, of the 
“Fighters of the Marne,”’ the first or- 
ganized body of veterans of this great 
war 

The veterans were escorted by mus- 
tered-out combatants of 1914 and veter- 
ans of-the war of 1870. The great tomb 
at Neufmoutiers, marking the last rest- 
ing place of 135 men; the plain between 
Chambray and Beroy, where 400 tri- 
colored flags showed the spot where 4s 
many heroes fell; the monument at 
Chambray, raised to the memory of the 
soldiers of the army of Paris, and the 
cemetery at Ertrepilly, and Villeroy 
were decorated with flowers. 

Denys Cochin, Minister of State, at- 
tended the ceremony at the cathedral 
in Meaux and Justin Godart, Undersec- 
retary of War, vicited the different 
cemeteries as the representative of the 
Government. 

General and Son Maimed,. 

Gen. Michael Joseph Maunoury, who 
led the army of Paris’ victoriously 
against the German right wing under 
Von Kluck, in the great battle, spent 
the day at his -home at Herbilly La 
Touraine, where delegations called. He 
is blind and is living in retirement with 
his son, Capt. Maunoury, who lost a 
leg in the war. 

Visitors to the field report that only 
observant eyes could discover that this 
region was the scene of a far-stretching 
and historic battle two years ago. Na 
ture has healed almost all the wounds 
inflicted by the fighting, except for 
trees with scarred trunks and dead 
branches, here and there traces of 
hastily dug shallow frenches along the 
main roads and the rusty tangled and 
twisted remains of barbed. wire defenses 
at the outskirts of isolated villages and 
farms. 

Hundreds, even thousands of graves 
are seen marked with tricolor or cross 
marked with inscriptions such as ‘In 
memory of the workmen of Paris,”’ or 
‘‘Here repose 43 French soldiers.’’ The 
great majority of the graves, however, 
bear simply the names of the dead war- 
riors, with the words ‘Killed Sept. 46, 
1914." 

Some jof the Sights to Be Seen, 

Among the sights are an unexploded 
shell wedged in the trunk of a torn 
and leafless tree; an iron chair, high 
up among the foliage, which was used 
by a sniper or an observer, and a series 
of large holes where heavy shells feil 
close together. 

A point of interest is the 
at Champ Fleury where Gen. von Kluck 
had his headquarters during the battle, 
and where a game of billiards was 
going on when a shell from a French 
75-millimeter gun dropped on the roof 
and ended the game. 

The famous Chateau Mondemont was 
one of the most important tactieal po- 
sitions in the battle and still stands, 
though more than half in ruins.

Penetrate Santa Clara Canyon in 
Search—Pershing Reports Natives 
Deny Seeing Bandit Chief. 

SAN ASTTCMEC, Tex., Sept. 11.—Scouts 
of the American army in,Mexico have 
penertated the Santa Clara canyon in 
search of Francisco Villa’s marauding 
bands and have not found it there. This 
was the substance of a message received 
today by Gen. Funston from Gen. Per- 
shine, who said he believed Villa was 
in the vicinity of San Andres, about 3% 
miles west of Chihuahua City. 

Gen. Pershing did not say so, but it is 
believed here that the American scouts 
must have been supported by at least 
a small foree, as the canyon is more 
than fifty miles south of El Valle and 
the southernmost American lines. It is 
not thought an _ =tinsignificant patro)] 
would have been taking a chance on 
encountering the Villa band without 
the assurance of adequate support. This 
is ths first indication in many weeks 
that Gen. Pershing’s men have been 
operating at any distance from 
bases. 

Gen. Pershing reported that in the sec- 
tion traversed the natives professed not 
to have seen or heard of Villa. 


GERMAN AUGUST CASUALTIES 
240,900. TOTAL 3,375,000 


Casualities Includes All Nationalities 
but Do Net Take in Colonial 
and Naval Losses. 
LONDON, Sept. 11.—German casual- 
ties in the war during August, accord- 
ing to a compilation here from the Ger- 
man casualty lists, totalled 240,900. This 
brings the German total since the be- 
ginning of the war, as compiled from 
the same sources, .to 3,375,000. These 
figures include all the German national- 
ities, but do not include the naval and 

colonial casualties.

42,900; wounded, 153,500; total, 240,900,

Lamm, Dickey and Fairbanks 
_Ate Chief Attractions of 
Gathering...

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Sept. 11.—Several 
thousand Republicans from the Ozark 
country gathered in Springfield today to 
attend the formal] opening of the Repub- 
lican State campaign.. The party lead- 
ers here are quite enthusiastic over their 
prospects for carrying the State, and 
they are preparing to make the most 
thorough and vigorous campaign eVer 
conducted in Missouri. 

The principal attractions of the cam- 
paign opening were Henry Lamm of Se- 
dalia, candidate for Governor, and Wal- 


for United States Senator, who spoke 
in the Landers Theater this afternoon, 
and Charles W. Fairbanks, candidate 
for Vice President, who will speak gither 
in the theater or Convention Hall to- 
night. All the other candidates on the 
State ticket, and the. candidates for 
Congress from -Southwest Missouri and 
many of the county candidates of the 
Ozark country are here. 

Roy Britton, candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor; George Hackmann,  candi- 
date for Auditor; James H, Mason, can- 
didate for Secretary of State, were all 
on the program for 15-minute speeches, 
to follow Judge Lamm and Dickey. At 
the close of the afternoon meeting the 
candidates and visitors will be taken on 
an automobile tour of the city. 

Fairbanks is scheduled to arrive in 
Springfield at 3:45 p. m. He will speak 
at 7:30 p. m. and will leave at 9:30 p. 
m. for Oklahoma and the southwest to 
make his first campaign tour. Fair- 
banks has toured Missouri many times 
and is popular among the party work- 
ers in this’ State, many of whom sup- 
ported him at Chicago for the presi- 
Cential nomination. 

Dickey Pleads for Higher ‘Tariff. 

Dickey devoted his speech almost en- 
tirely to a plea for the repeal of the 
Underwood tariff law and the re-enact- 
ment of a Republican protective tariff, 
Dickey is a millionaire manufacturer of 
clay products. He declared that Ger- 
many, with the highest protective tariff 
of any country, had been the most suc~- 
cessful country industrially in the world 
up to the outbreak of the war, and had 
become the chief competitor of the Unit- 
ed States in the world markets. 

‘Let's repeal the Underwood tariff 
bill,”” he said, ‘‘restore confidence in our 
attitude toward business, enlarge and 
expand industry, double up profitable 
employment for both capital and labor 
and by the enactment of a protective 
tariff bill, passed by a Republican House 
and Senate ani signed by Charles Bvans 
Hughes, insure a return of prosperity 
and opportunity in America.’

Russian Commander Says Ru- 
mania’s Intervention Is Mili- 
tary Event of First Order.

HEADQUARTERS OF THE RUSSIAN 


ARMY, Sept. 9, via London, Sept. 10.— 
Gen. Brussiloff, Russia’s famous leader, 
in an interview today declared that the 
intervention of Rumania was a military 
event of the first order, and paid a 
warm tribute to the quality of the Ru- 


manian army. He predicted the close 
of the war next August. 

“My left flank,”” said the General, 
“resting on the Rumanian army, is now 
undoubtedly secure. To my mind the 
Austro-Hungarian empire, assailed from 
all sides, won’t be able to stand much 
longer before the horde of enemies who 
are hurling themselves against her, and 
only preparing to increase the vigor of 
their blows. The hostile army I had in 
front of me in June and July is almost 
entirely exterminated or captured, but 
it has been speedily replaced by a con- 
glomerate army, in which are to be 
found enemies of every origin. In that |

“The offensive assumed by the Fran- 
co-British armies helps us here, in that 
it prevents the Germans sending against 
us too heavy reinforcements, They are 
all the time drawing a certain amount 
of troops from the west and sending 
them against us, but not to such an ex- 
tent that they can have a determining 
influence. They may simply delay our 
moving forward, that is all. 

“Tt is impossible for us to lose, and 
although a vast deal remains to be ac- 
complished, a successful result already 
is in our hands. The game-is already 
won—I said so two years ago and I 
have not changed my mind. 

“We must consider the present war 
as being, from the allies’ point of view, 
comparable to a djottery in which every 
number has to win, only we must go on 
till the end and not have the weakness 
to think about premature peace. 

‘“‘I am no prophet, the future is in the 
hands of God, but if I had to absolute- 
ly make an hypothesis I should be in- 
clined to think August, 1917, might see 
the end of our memorable work.”

T. K. Skinker and Virginia Resi- 
dent Begin Federal Court Ac- 
tion to Prevent Issuance. 


Suit for an injunction, to prevent the 
issuance of the first $520,000 of the $3,000, - 
000 bond issue for St. Louis County 


roads was filed in the United States 
District Court this afternoon by L. Cass 
Miller of Virginia and Thomas K. Skink- 
er of Clayton. Skinker, Albert Chandler 
and A. V. Lashly appeared as attorneys 
in the case. The members of the Coun- 
ty Court are named as defendants. 

The petition sets forth that there are 
11 incorporated towns in the county, and 
it holds that, under the law as inter- 
preted. by the State Supreme Court, 
money raised by a county bond issue 
cannot lawfully be spent on highway 
improvement within incorporated towns. 
As the residents of the towns are taxed 
for the interest on the county bonds, it 
is held that provisions of the United 
States Constitution forbidding confisca- 
tion and assuring the equal protection 
of the law to all would be violated by 
the issuance of the bonds. 

It is stated in the petition that a “‘dep- 
uty Attorney-General’ rendered an opin- 
jon that the proceeds of a county bond 
issue could legally be spent on town 
highways. Many voters in the towns, it 
is stated, voted for the bond issue last 
February in the belief that this was 
true. But since that time, the petition 
states, the Supreme Court has held 
otherwise. 

Skinker has been an opponent of the 
bond issue proposal from the outset. 
Miller, the petition states, is an owner 
of property in Webster Groves.

Senator Simmons Says It Arms 
U. S. With Weapon to Pro- 
tect Merchants’ Rights.

her allies, under the guise of striking /= 


at Germany, are gradually tightening thé 
restrictions thrown about United States 
trade with other neutral countries. - 


Leaders in the Senate and Houde had | 


been fully advised of inforniation in 


possession of the Government before the 
drastic step was taken. In addition to 
this, Senators and Representatives gen- 
erally had recelved numerous personal 
letters from American citizens and firms 
that are feeling the strength of the grip 
which the allies are endeavoring to put 
on the commerce of the world. 

The action of “Congress in arming 
President Wilson with virtually unlim- 
ited authority to protect American 
rights, even to the use of the armed 
forces of the nation, was the result of 
just such instances of the application 
of the British blacklist to American 
itizens as were detailed in the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday morning. 

Senator Explains Law. 

Senator Simmons of North Carolina, 
chairman of the Finance Committee, who 
managed the revenue bill on the floor 
of the Senate, gave the following ex- 
Planation of what was in the mind of 
Congress when this legislation was 
passed: 

“The retaliatory provisions of the rev- 
enue bill passed by Congress last week 
are notice to the world that no foreign 
nations are hereafter to be permitted to 
interfere with our international trade 
rights with impunity and that’ the Gov- 
ernment of the United States is to be 
armed with such weapons as may be 
necessary to protect our rights in this 
regard.,”’ 

On numerous occasions Lord Robert 
Cecil, Minister of War Trade, has made 
reassuring statements to the world re- 
garding the purpose of the blacklist. 
Without exception, they have insisted 
that Great Britain has not the remotest 
intention of injuring American trade. 
His latest statement went so far as to 
Say that such a policy toward the Unit- 
ed States would be insane, in view of 
the engrmous volume of commerce be- 
tween the United States and Great Brit- 

But while Lord Robert Cecil ond other 
high officials of the British Government 
from time to time issue statements 
couched in reassuring language, the 
pressure upon American trade continues 
to tighten all along the line. American 
firms have been brought to the verge of 
financial ruin and some of them pushed 
over the brink. 


Felt in Wisconsin, 

While every branch of business life 
in New York and other big export cen- 
ters has felt the blighting effects of 
the. ever-tightening British blacklist, 
which now has been made the allied 
blacklist through its adoption by France 
and Russia, they are by no means con- 
fined to large centers. A Wisconsin 
manufacturer, who has been for years 
exporting a large volume of his product 
to a Scandinavian country, has been un- 
able to get his goods to destination 
since shortly after the outbreak of the 
war. In his case the allies G@id not wait 
for the British blacklist, but put the 
screws on within 60 days. His business 
is* virtually ruined, and he is in receipt 
of information which convinces him that 
a British firm is now supplying goods 
on the contract he holds, which ante- 
dates the war by a considerable period. 

Administration officials and leaders in 
Congress felt that unless measures were 
taken to call a halt on these trade en- 
croachments they would grow more and 
more pronounced. Evidence has multi- 
plied that the great war is primarily a 
warfare to control the commerce of the 
world in the future. 

The reign of terror under which many 
American firms now exist because of the 
ruthless exactions of the blacklist, in the 
opinion of officials, furnishes almost 
conclusive evidence that the blacklist 
was not even intended primarily as a 
War measure, but merely as a club by 
which the allies hope to insure their 
commercial supremacy after the war, 
with Great Britain the aggressor at 
every turn. 

Phelan Amendment Dropped. 

Senator Phelan of California and 
many other Senators and Representa- 
tives are fully convinced that if Con- 
gress had known Friday that David 
Lloyd George, the British Minister of 
War, had formally admitted on the floor 
of Parliament that legitimate informa- 
tion regarding neutral trade secured 
through the British mail censorship is 
being used to further the interests of 
British and allied interest the Phelan 
amendment would still be a part of the 
revenue bill. The Phelan amendment 
was intended to place an additional wea- 
pon in the President’s hands intended 
primarily to be used in retaliation for 
the unlawful seizure of American mails. 
It empowered the President to deny the 
fatilities of the mails, cables, telegraphs, 
wireless and express companies to citi- 
zens of offending nations. It appeared 
to be more far reaching than the cir- 
cumstances required and for that rea- 
son was eliminated.

Judge Lamm devoted considerable 
time to criticism of the Gardner land 
bank bill, which he denounced as a dan- 
gerous scheme to draw the State into 
the banking business, at a time when 
there was no necessity for a State sys- 
tem of rural credits, in view of the fact 
that a national system has been estab- 
lished by Congress. He sounded a 
warning that the land bank could be 
established only by an amendment to 
the Constitution, and that if it proved 
the disastrous failure he believed it 
would, it ¢ould be gotten rid of only by 
another amendment to the Constitu- 
tion. 


He asserted that the State had no 
money to provide the $1,000,000 required 
for the bank, and that the bank would 
be a political institution, with its 
board of directors being changed every 
four years as the result of each po- 
litical campaign. He declared that it 
was an unthinkable business proposi- 
tion, openly inviting disaster, and that 
its vast patronage would become a part 
of the spoils system of the State. He 
further charged that the earnings of the 
bank would not be sufficient to pay its 
expenses, and that the expenses would 
have to be charged up to the taxpayers 
of the State. In the event the farmer 
failed to pay interest on the loan he 
obtained from the bank, he said that 
there was no provision in the bill by 
which the holder of the debenture is- 
sued against the loan could obtain his 
interest money.

MAN HURT IN PLANTERS HOTEL 
TURKISH BATH WANTS $25,000; 


Says He Fell in Hot Room, Became 
Unconscious and Was Badly

Alexander McCarney, salesman for a 
liquor company, and formerly manager 
of the Beers Hotel, today filed suit in 
the Circuit Court asking for $25,000

The petition clleges that April 22 


McCarney arose from a cot on which 
he had been lying and started to walk 
across the hot room of the bath. It 
alleges a rug slipped under his feet and 


he fell, the fall rendering him uncon- 
scious. 

It is declared that his body rested 
against steam pipes and that he re- 
ceived no aid until the odor of his 
burning flesh attracted attention. 

As a result of the injury, the petition 
alleges, McCarney was in a hospital 
three months, had 36 inches of akin 
grafted on his burns and lost 38 pounds 
in weight. The petition fixed his earn- 
ing capacity at $5600 a year.

bill to avert the railroad strike, that the railroad 
brotherhoods made a demand upon the President 
and Congress which they were forced to concede. 
If he had carefully read the record of the Presi- 


oc | dent’s attempt to-settle the strike before speaking 


on the subject he would have known that the 
trainmen at no time made any demands upon or 
even suggested that the President interfere or 
that Congress act. 

The President intervened and Congress acted 
in opposition to the will of both disputants. 

When the President intervened all negotiations 
had failed and the men had voted to strike. The 


istrike order was issued before the President went 


to Congress and Congress voted not only without 
a request from but without the consent of either 
the railroad heads or the brotherhood leaders. 
Both sides wanted to fight the controversy out at 
the expense of the country, but President Wiison 
and Congress intervened to save the country 
vrom calamity. 

Pastor Woodrow takes the partisan view of the 
railroad heads and financial backers who wanted, 
regardless of the country’s interest or the obliga- 
tions of the roads, to beat down and shoot up the 
labor unions. He takes the view of the railroad 
financiers and the partisan politicians who were 
willing to plunge the country into calamity for 
their own advantage and in the hope that it 
would ruin the President who has done more to 
break their system of pillage through privilege 
and graft than any President since the war. They 
want to wreck the party that has legislated them 
out of power and privilege and has stood for the 
common people against the plutocratic plunder- 
bund. 

Pastor Woodrow bemoans the increased cost of 
living on account of increases of wages brought 
about by the struggle of union labor. He hasn't 
a tear for the crushing of labor to fill the coffers 
of greedy trust magnates; he hasn’t a tear for the 
enormous burdens laid upon the people by rail- 
road financiers and managers who have looted 
the railroads and made millions by watering and 
juggling railroad securities. He hasn't a tear for

dens on the public; he knows that the public and 
the stockholders have been robbed by the men

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PARALLEL STRIKE SETTLEMENTS. 

By a singular coincidence France and the United 
States have both settled a threatened labor strike 
in a similar manner. Here Congress passed the 
eight-hour law to avert the railroad strike. 

-The city of Paris was threatened with a meat 
famine as the butchers of the Marche de la Vil- 
lette threatened to “walk out” if they were not 
given shorter hours and increased pay. Eighteen 
hundred butchers and helpers were involved in 
the Paris trouble. The La Villette butchers were 
in the habit of working from sixteen to eighteen 
hours, as necessity demanded, and their pay was 
from 3 to 6 francs (60 cents to $1.20) a day; and 
the helpers: had been in the habit of distributing 
the meat throughout Paris from 4 o’clock in the 
morning until all dealers were supplied, and to 
collect the unsold meat at night at a salary of 
from 1 to 3 francs (20 to 60 cents) a day. 

Arbitration was first resorted to but failed; 
then the Chamber of Deputies took the matter in 
hand and passed a law that two shifts of men 
must be employed at the abbatoirs, neither of 
them to work longer than 10 hours, at the pres- 
ent full day’s wage. The advance of salary was 
denied by the Chamber, probably on M. Briand’s 
suggestion “that meat was already high enough 
in price, and would become prohibitive if its 
price were further advanced.” The Chamber 
ordered the butchers back to work under penalty 
of arrest. In this connection the Paris Temps 
says: 

It would be rank Socialism if the Govern- 
ment fixed prices, wages and other working 
conditions. But, this being a matter of public 
health and welfare, the Government has not 
exceeded its constitutional limitations. More-

SCHOOL SURVEY CONCLUSIONS. 

After two months’ careful investigation of the 
St. Louis school system in all its branches, the 
experts who were called in to make a survey of 
the system have given out a preliminary sum- 
mary of their report. It is highly favorable to 
the organization, methods and standard of the 
St. Louis schools. This summary was published 


in Saturday’s Post-Dispatch. 

The staff of the Survey has reached the con- 
clusion that our most vital need is a number of 
rew school buildings, to relieve the present con- 
gestion. In order to provide money for this, 
the city has the alternative of cutting down the 
equipment of the high schools, or of getting the 
$3,000,000 needed through a bond issue, to be 
voted on next November.. And the Survey ex- 
perts find in the present High School equipment 
only what is called for in a well equipped High 
School system. To economize in the direction 
of High School education material and classes 
would be a step backward. We could no longer 
feel proud of these schools as of the first rank. 

Overcrowding, even where time is not actually 
cut down, is injurious, especially in the elemen- 
tary schools, where the children need most at- 
tention. It makes discipline very difficult, and 
it is impossible for the teachers to devote them- 
selves to individual advancement of the pupils. 
Ii overburdens the teacher, and to the less am- 
bitious child it may mean almost entire neglect. 

As with a household, a good, roomy building 
is esséntial to health and happiness, so with 
schools. Indeed, these may be looked upon as 
workshops, with adequate room as a necessary 
factor in the production of satisfactory results. 
The new school buildings asked for will be an 
investment for this and the coming generations 
that will pay for their construction many times. 
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Truly, the presidency is a thankless task when 
a President who has prevented general distress 
—possibly civil war—by prompt action in a great 
emergency, is charged with being influenced 
merely by a desire to gain votes. Partisan 
malice could scarcely go farther. 
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ABOUT MAINE. 

Maine normally is a Republican State. Only 
gnce, since 1872 has its electoral vote been cast 
for a Democrat for President. In nineteen hundred 
and twelve Wilson carried the State by a plural- 
ity of 2269, Roosevelt running second and Taft a 
poor third. In 1888 Harrison’s plurality was 23,- 
252, in 1896 McKinley’s was 45,777 .and in 1900 
28,613. In 1904 Roosevelt had 36,807 plurality, 
and in 1908 Taft 30,584. In the two years that 
Cleveland was elected the Republican figures 
notably declined in 1884 to 20,060 plurality, in 
1892 to 14,799. 

Today Maine will elect a Governor, two United 
States Senators and four Representatives. From 
their own forecasts, the Republicans do not look 
for any such smashing victory as they have been 
accustomed to expect. Yet even in 1912, when 
Wilson swept the State, the Democrats failed to 
elect their candidate for Governor. Twice re- 
cently in nonpresidential years—in 1910 and 1914 
—they have carried the State by relatively small 
margins. Two years ago Gov. Curtis, who is a 
candidate for: re-election, won by only 3177. If 
he should win today it would be a Republican 
catastrophe. 

For the first time Maine will elect United 
States Senators by direct popular vote. The 
two Democratic candidates are Senators Charles 
F. Johnson, whose term expires next March, and 
Dean Sills of Bowdoin College, who seeks the 
seat left vacant by the death of Senator Bur- 
leigh. Of the two Republicans, Fernald and 
Hale, the latter is regarded as the weaker. Of 
the four Maine Representatives, only one, Dan- 
iel J. McGillicuddy of Lewiston, is a Democrat. 
His re-election would probably realize the high- 
est hopes of his party, so far as candidates for 
Congress are concerned. 

The Republicans have centered their efforts on 
Maine. Mr. Hughes has been on exhibition there 
in person. Many other eminent speakers have 
been mobilized for the fray. Maine's local elec- 
tion is of minor importance, but because of its 
place in the calendar and its strong Republican 
tendencies the results will be studied as a gauge 
of the general drift of political sentiment. 
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In the worry and excitement of the campaign, 
Statesman Rodenburg seems also to have slipped 
into the misrepresentation rut. 
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NEW WAR TERRORS FAIL. 

At the taking of the village of Guillemont, it 
is said the Germans fired over 10,000 gas shells, 
but the British attack was not seriously impaired 
by them. In the earlier days of the war we 
read of the horrible sufferings caused by the 
poison gas projected in clouds into the trenches. 
The gas mask appears to have made this method 
of attack almost worthless. And the practicabil- 
ity of the attack by flaming fluids, used as a 
fireman uses hose for the opposite effect, seems 
te be very doubtful. We read of the soldiers who 
must carry the tanks of inflammable fluid being 
burned up when these tanks are smashed by shot 
and shell. The apparatus seems ‘to be at least

‘‘Amateurs’’ the Real ‘Pros.’ 


T requires little delving into his- 
tory to learn that the original 
distinction between amateur and pro- 
fessional, in this country at least, 
grew up from a desire to protect the 
casual player as against the voca- 
tional star. 

It was considered unreasonable 
to expect an amateur, who played 
only OCCASIONALLY and for the 
fun of it, to display the expert- 
ness of a professional, who 
earned his living by practicing 
his art EVERY DAY. 

But, in certain sports in this coun- 
try, the situation has since been re- 
versed. Independent income—some- 
times indirectly due to the sport it- 
self—has enabled a number of our 
best amateurs. to spend practically 
ALL THEIR DAYS during the season 
in developing: their skill. 

The poor. professional must be 
away, at times. If he is a golf “pro” 
the care of the links, instruction of 
players and other details take a con- 
siderable bit of his time from prac- 
tice. If he is a tennis man the courts 
demand his daily care, almost to the 
exclusion of personal playing. 

The same applies in various 
ways to swimming, to track and 
field athletics and, practically, to 
all the sports in which amateur-

With Liverpool cables 2d to 3d low- 
er, professionals looked for an easier 
tone the locai wheat market to- 
day.

character, especially relative to the 
opening of the Dardanelles, which 
would mean shipments of Russian 
wheat to Europe. Argentine statistics 
were bearish, and Broomhall reported 
the weather favorable in the south- 
ern country. 

Broomhall’s Liverpool cable was bear- 
ish in tone. It said: 

““‘Wheat opened quiet and inclined low- 
er, with easier feeling in spot and larger 
import arrivals. Spot market was 3d 
lower. Cargo market for Manitobas and 
Winters was 6d lower. Weather in United 
Kingdom and France is bettér and float- 
ing quantity increased. General market 
is quiet and lacking special feature.
